Fees to be Paid by tk« Promoters of Private 
Bills. — On the first presentation of a petition, 
£4 : fi(st_ reading of sanno, £t ; first report 
of committee, 10s.; every time the commit- 
tee shall sit for first report, lOs. ; second 
reading of bill, £l ; for ev^fy day on which 
the committee shall »it (with or without 
counsel), £1 ; third reading of bill, £1 ; on 
the presentation or deposit ot every memo- 
rial, where the standing orders fjave not 
been complied with, 5a. 

Fees to be Paid by the Opponents of Private 
Bills. — For every day on ^vhich the commit- 
tee shall inquire into any memorial com- 
plaining of the non-cornpliance with the 
Standing Orders, 5s.; on_ the presentation 
or deposit of petition against a private bill, 
Ss. ; for every day on which the petitioner 
appears before cjrrimitteo (with or without 
conn.sel), £1. 

General Fees — For copies of all paper* 
and documents under 4oo words, -Is. Qd., and 
for every 100 words over 'lOO, gd.; for a copy 
of the plan (or tracing) rnade by the parties, 
not less than £l ; for inspection of n plan, 
or any document, 2s- ; for every document 
certified to by the Speaker, lOs. ; for every 
day on which any patty shall be heanl by 
Counsel, £5: for every day upon which a 
committee of . the wbola House shall sit on a 
private bill or niatter, Sg. ; for every clerk of 
election comttiitiee, when sitting, £2 per 
diem; for serving any summons or order 
from an election or other committee, 5s. ; for 
riding charges to place of delivery (provided 
the distance be not less than one mile from 
the post office), 10s.; for every subsequent 
nailBi 28' ; for every order for the cornniit- 
ment or diaoharge of any person, 5s. ; taking 
any person into custody for a breach of pri- 
vilege or contennpt, £2; taking any other 
person into custody for any other cause, £1 ; 
for every day any person shall be confined, 
£1 ; witnesses before election committees 
shall receive ^-5s. per diem- 

The above fees are to be charged, paid, 
etc., at such limes as the Speaker of the 
}louse shiili direct. Tho fees connected 
with Election Cotn'^iittees shall be paid as 
and from the commencement of the session.

The Police Juilge fined him SlOO, 
or in default three months' imprisonment.
